SHOULD STUDY MATTERS 


DETROIT, March 
13.—W)—As- 


serting that he favored a minimum 
of governmental Interference In the 
problems of labor relations, Wil- 
liam H. Davis, chairman of the 
National War Labor Board, said 
today he believed management and 
labor advantageously could begin 
now a careful study of the scope 
of collective bargaining In its non- 
wage aspects. 


Addressing a meeting of the eco- 


nomic club of Detroit, he said: 


"There is no doubt in my mind 
that one of the greatest impedi- 
menta to collective bargaining be- 
tween management and workers 
IB fear in the minds and hearts 
of both sides." 


Davis offered eight general sug- 


gestions to help "speedy victory 
In the war and at the same time 
build up sound industrial relations 
for the post-war period." He «um- 
marizod them as follows: 
"1. Live up to your contract* 


and make them work. 


"2. Install arbitration 
as the 


final stage in your contract's griev- 
ance procedure. 
"3. If you already have griev- 


ance machinery be sure you utilize 
it in all disputes. 
"4. If your contract is about to 


terminate, extend It until you have 
negotiated a new one or until the 
regional board has rendered its 
decision. 
"5. Employers should not cause 


dissension in their plants by chal- 
lenging the right of a duly certi- 
fied union to represent their em- 
ployees in collective bargaining. 


Leave Raiding to Navy. 


"6. The same holds for unions 


and raiding tactics of course, x 
let's leave the raiding to the navy's 


task forces, which seam 
to br 


quite expert at It. 


"I. When negotiating new con- 
tracts, or revising old contracts, 
make a sincere effort to negotiate 
a settlement. 


"8. Above all, employers should 


impress upon their foremen, su- 
perintendents and other supervis- 
ors that you don't build tanks or 
guns or anything else by foment- 
ing quarrels with your employees; 
that the way to get better labor 
relations is to treat the employees 
like human beings. And, of course, 
that goes for the employees' side, 
too. 
x x x Large leaders must not 
play 
politics by manufacturing 


grievances in the plants.'' 
"With a few noisy 
exceptions 


leaders of Industry and labor .dur- 
ing the war have settled their dif- 
ferences at the conference table or 
through the WLB. x x x Let us 
hope they will substitute the con- 
ference table for the picket line 
or lockout after the war," Davis 
concluded.
